It is well known thai 
after, the Wellington niliicfs had st;ruck 
tJio prfiprictors obtained .some whitt' min- 
ers and eni[)li)yed smne of the L'hinannMi 
who had pi'oviou.sly been eiMployed by tlie 
miners ijovv on stijko. The aim of the 
strikers was to induce the white men 
ir.<3^kingin't^e mine to jom in the strike, 
SQtthat the Wellington collieries would be 
closed. Now what, according to the Free 
Press, did the traders do ( Thu mer 
chants met the men at work and urged 
them to use their be.st endeavor.s to in 
duco the proprietors and nianageia nf the 
Wellington collieries not to employ 
Chinamen in place of the white miners. 
Mutual resolutions were passed that both 
parties, workmen and merchants, should 
do all in their power to discontinue the 
use of Chinese." Tlie result nf this action 
on the part of the merchant.^ was that tlie 
working white minors hold a meeting and 
decided to quit work, which they accord- 
ingly did. 'j^iere is no use blinking the 
fact that' the merchants know what the 
strikers wished, and that their action help- 
ed to bring it about. Had the traderB 
been sincere on the Chinese tiuestion they 
would have protested against their em- 
ployment by the minors long before the 
strike.
